TIME TO ACT. 
It is fairly evident that the 
Germans 
came pretty close to going over the brink 
during, or following the recent reparations 
crisis. 
There were food riots in Germany 
and reports of large reactionist movements 
and demonstrations in Bavaria. 
The gov­ 
ernment, none too strong before the re­ 
parations crisis developed, seems to have 
tottered during the days when that prob­ 
lem wa6 acute 
and 
has 
evidently been 
weakened seriously by it. 
In the train of these developments comes 
news of steps the government is taking in 
an endeavor to meet the grave situation 
due to the high cost of living and the in­ 
creasing unemployment— a situation which 
causes more and 
more 
anxiety as winter 
draws near. Feeding centers are to be es­ 
tablished and regulations 
against 
profi­ 
teering are to be enforced with great sever­ 
ity. 
But the outlook is not cheerful. Food 
stocks and fuel 
stocks 
are 
said to be 
shrinking, and Chancellor Wirth is author­ 
ity for the statement that the number of 
needy is now between four and five mil­ 
lions, most of them being concentrated in 
the metropolitan centers. 
If there is any basis for the renewed re­ 
ports that the administration at Washing­ 
ton contemplates a radical departure from 
its non-participation policy and will bring 
the United States into the European coun­ 
cils through an international economic con­ 
ference to be called soon, it is to be hoped 
that the step will 
not be 
delayed much 
longer. In the past the blind but bitter op­ 
position of the German element in this 
country has been an obstacle to such a 
step. 
With Germany 
already suffering, 
facing the winter with dread, and hoping 
and praying that 
America 
will come in, 
surely the German-American opposition to 
America’s participation in the European 
problem must have vanished.

The allies must choose between the pros­ 
pect of a new and mightier Islam and the 
prospect of an immediate war against Tur­ 
key— a war waged not by proxy, with an 
army supplied by Greece, but a war con­ 
ducted by the combined allied powers, car­ 
ried on with allied 
soldiers, 
and pushed 
with vigor and 
determination 
until the 
Turkish 
strength 
has been 
completely 
broken. 
What will follow the Turks’ refusal to 
áccept the terms of the allies as a basis for 
peace negotiations and the substitution of 
their own demands, no one c$n predict, but 
at best war looms in the offing, and if 
war does come it will bring with it the com­ 
plete overthrow of Europe, just now on the 
first upward step toward rehabilitation.
